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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . This is in response to the Applicant's amendments and arguments received April 
21, 2003 in which claims 1, 2, 5, 8-13, 17, and 21 have been amended. Claims 1, 2, 5, 
8-15, 17, 18, and 21 are currently pending. 


2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1, 2, 5, 8-15, 17, 18, and 21 
renumbered as 1-14, are found to be in condition of allowance. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 , has 
been amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 7, claim 13 has been 
amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 16, and claim 17 has been 
amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 20. therefore, claims 1,2,5, 8- 
15, 17, 18, and 21 are allowed for the same reason recited in the previous Office Action 
(paper # 3).
